A. Numb, 24. 20. we mert witha Parallel Pre- 
diction pronounc’d by Btalom, And wen be looked 
on Amalek, he took up his Parable and [aid; Amalek 
was the firft of the nations, but his latcer end fball 
be, that he Perifh for ever. And when Mof?s in 
Gen. 36, recounts the Children of Eliphaz, who 
was E/au's Firft born, he mentions Amalek in a 
D.fferent and Peculiar manner, co Diftinguifh him, 
asit were, from the reft of his Brethren,who were 
not to ke Deftroyed like Him. a 

The Prophefy began to be fulfill’d by Saul, as 
we find in 1 Sam. 15. for at Verfe the 3d Samuel 
gives this commiffion to Sauls now gr, and {mite 
Amalek, and utterly Defiroy all that tory have and 
Spare them not. Bur tho’ Saul was too favourable to 
the Amalehi-es, and D:flroyed not thole Heathen, as 
the Lord Commanded bim by the Mouth of his Pro- 
paet Samuel. vet of chofe, whom Saul was {ao Difo- 


bedient as to {pare, David afterwards made a ter- 
rible laughter, as we read in 1 Sam. 30. 17. And 
David {mote them (the Amalekites) from the twilight 
evenunto the evening of the next dey: And there ef- 
capd not aman of them, fave 400 young Men, which 
rode upon Camels, and fled. And tho’ thofe Amale- 
kites, of which 400 efcap'd, were not the whole of 
the Nation, yet their Relicks were utterly Extir- 
pated by the Children of Simeon in the Reign of 
Hegrhiab King of Judah, of which we meet with 
an account in 1 Chron. 4. 43. and they (the Sime- 
onites ) /mote the reft of the Amalekites, which e-« 
{cap'd, and dwelt there unto this day. 

Since the 4ma/ekites were Brethren to the Ifrae- 
lites, as being defcended from Efau, we may be 
fure, that fo tevere a Sentence was paft upon them 
upon amore than ordinary account. For God {aid 
to the Irae/ites with relation to the other pofterity 
of Efau ; Thou fhalt not Abhor an Edomite, becaufe 
be isthy Brother. And whatthat more than ordina- 
ry reafon was is very briefly told us in « Sam, 15. 
2. Thus faith the Lord of hofts, I remember that 
wiich Amaleck did to Ifrael, how he laid wait for him 
in the way, when he came up from Egypt. And the 
Story is related in the Verfes preceeding the Pro- 
phefy {pecified in the Queftion. 

Q. Pray, Gentlemen, let me beg your Opinion of 
the following Experiment. At Mr. 'Hauksbee’s 
Courfe (aff Winter, we included fome picces of Leaf 
Brafs under a Glafs Bafon, and then took a Glafs Tube

A. To give you a clear and farisfactory accounr 
of this Pharnomeron, we muft only obferve firft, 
thar heat cauletha Karetaétion in the Air. Second. 
ly, chat when the Air is ratified in any particular 
place, che nexe Circumarmbient Air flows into it 

Thirdly, that 
Glafs does not give fo free a paffage or entrance to 
the Air as a piece of Muflin will. Theic things 
premifed, we fay, that when you moved the hot 
glafs Tube over the glais Bafon, de dd {9 much “ime 
fluence upon the Aic.ricludgd; he, ‘aid Bafon, 
as to caule fome rarefaction in it,Mvhich madethe 
Ambient Air flow towards ir, and enter 1t under it's 
Brims where only it could pafs freely, and finding 
the pieces of Leaf Brafs in it’s way did carry them 
up to the top of the Bafon, where the rarefaction 
was the greater ; but the {ame pieces were not lift 
ed up when the Muflin was between them and the 
Tube, becaufe the Air having an eafy.and free Paf- 
fage every where, through the Muflin as well as 
under, it was nor determined ro move with any Ra- 
pid Stream towards the {aid pieces of Leaf Brafs , 
nor under them, but preis'd equally upon them. 

Q. Isthe Power of feeing ptrformed by toe Spirsts 
of Sight, being darted from the Eye co the Obett & 
Or by what other means P 

A. The Vifibiliry of an Object proceeds from 
the Emmanation of the Image of that Object to 
the Optick Nerves, whence ic isconvey‘d tothe Re- 
tina, and thence becomes Perceptible to the Soul, 
whith only in a Strict and Philofophick Propriety 
of Speech can be {aid to fee the Object, fice the 
Eye is no other chan the Inftrument or Organ of 
Conveyance. 

Q. Do any Paszan Hiftorians agree with Mofes in 
the Longevity of the Antidiluvian Patriarchs ¢ 

A. Tho’ ailthe Pagan Hiftorians were not only 
filent in the matter, but alfo Unanimoufly contra- 
diéted the Molaic Account of the Antidiluvian Pa- 
triarchs ; yet fo Unanimous an Oppofition wou'd 
no ways prejudice the Indifputable Authority of rhe 
Book of Genefis. For as thar Book was written by 
Mofes, fo the moft Ancient of the Pagan Hiftorians 
were Later than He. And therefore if we confider 
Mofes barely as an Hiftorian, feparate from the Di- 
vine Authority of his Writings, we muft allow him 
to have enjoy d better Opportunities than his Juni- 
ors of Knowing the Acounts of Prececding Times. 
And indeed the Pagan Hiftorians were fo Blind in 
matters of fach great Antiquity, that the wholeIn- 
terval berween the Creation and the Deluge is their 
wo adwaoy, their Obfcure Age. Nay, the Interval 
between the Deluge and the firft Olympiad is fo 
mingled with Fables, as to be juftly ftil’d their 7 
pudindy, their Fabulous Age, their 70 Usoeexiy, or 
their Hiftorical Age commencing no fooner than 
from their firft Olympiad. 

Bur however, the Ancient Pagan Hiftorians agree 
with Mofes, and affirm, that in former times Men 
arriv'd to the Period of a thoufand Years, as Fo/e- 
pbus teftifiesin Vindication of the Mofaick Authori- 
ty. Andto this purpofe he cites Manetho,the Wri- 
ter of the Egyptian Hiftory : Hefticus, Mochus,and 
others, Writers of the Phoenician Hiftory ; and Be- 
rofus of the Chaldean. And to thefehe addsa great 
Variety of Greek Hiftorians. And this Account 
the foremention’d Writers muft have deriv‘d, cither 
from the Tradition of their Fathers, or from their 
Intercourfe with the Fews, or from the Sacred Ora- 
cles themfelves. And either of the foremention’d 
Methods of Derivation may be us’‘d as a Confir- 
mation of the Mofaick Hiftory.

The Emperor 
js not fully fatisfied with the manner wherewith the 
Pope has acknowledged the King of Spain, feeing in 
the very Act of that Recognition, he has inferted a Pro- 
vifo in relation to the Duke of Anjou, which may be 
taken as a Confirmation of the Title of King of Spain, 
which he has ufurped. Hague, November 22. They 
write from Bruffels, that the Inhabitants have agreed 
toraife 7ooo0o Florinsto reimburfe the Expences made 
inthe Year 1708, for the Defence of that Place, when 
it wasattack’d by the Elector of Bavaria, anc out of it 
they are to prefent the Marquis Paical with 10000 Flo- 
rins, as an acknowledgment of his great Conduct and 
Care on that occafion.
